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THE FUEL OF THE FUTU

Impregnably fortified as Pittsburg is in
fhe command of three staples of fuel—twoof
tbew, coal and oil, ensily within reach and
practieally in shaustible—tbere is etill an
exieusive and wost immedinte interest in the
duration of the natural gas, which is the
clennest and most delizhtful of all sorts of
fuel. The observations and conclusions of
the patient investigator whom THE Dis-
PATCH sent out into tie fields are, there-
fore, timely., Toacertain extent they are
reassuring. Even allowing for the most
pewsimistic views, the opinion is formed that
there is o practical certainty of three to four
years’ supply from fields slready in sight,
snd that, by employing larger pipes and
proper economy io the use of the gas, it may
be svailable for domesiic consumption for
much longer.

That fields are graduslly exhausted is w0
well estnblished that it wonld be idle to
jgnore that fact. But that their life and
utility may be so greatly prolonged by the
fmproved methods of handling the gas
which experience teaches, it is vital to
know. These devices, which are ounly now
becoming fully apprecinted, will conserve
the visible supply much bevond what wonld
heve been possible under the cruder methods
first in nse. There is, besides always the
possible clement of new fields. We have
seen bow curions and unexpected has heen
the distribution of oil. After the geolo-
gists had set the limils, and fortunes bad
been spent in working oil fields, one of the
Istest sud most promising oil reserveoirs is
tound adjncent to the cities.

But, while feeling well over the period of
yensonably sssured enjoyment of the gas,
which is yet shead, and in s mood to grate-
fully sovept ull further extension of fortune’s
favors, it is alwo timely to Jook ahead to the
most economical apd desirable methods of
using econl and oil, when cireumstances
shall inevitably again dictate s resort to the
Istter. Is it not, for instance, possible 1o do
away with the waste and the emoke and the
800t which characterized the old methods of
using coal? Have mot the comfori, the
cleanliness and the economies discovered in
using fuel in gas form wade it a problem
worthy of evers consideration and effort to
secure 3 contiouance of the fuel in that
form by manufacture, siter the supply from
the fields shall have censed® The use of oil
for foel is also an important question. The
results of the experiments st Chicago in this
direstion should greatly interest Pittsburg,
which is nearer the source of supply.

These are guestions upon which inventors
and practien] men are aiready engaged.
Thev sre nowhere worthier of attention thun
in Pitsbhovg, which, with itz mapoificent,
inexhsustible treasures of foel in the raw
coul state, has, further, the stimulating ex-
perience of the superior cleanliness and
economy of the foel in gaseous form. And
it has, besidee the reasonsble nssurance of
nt least three or four years yet—and possibly
smuch Jonger term—to work out satisfactory
wolutions of the problem,

FLERTY OF NEWS,

The intelligence that is published in this
couniry concerning the course of the new
Goverament in Bruzil is ealeulated to erente
the impression that two different factories
are engnged io turning out the pews with-
out regurd to advices from the new Repub-
lic. One day we learn tiat universal
suffrage has been proclaimed; but bardly
bave the American press got through com-
menting on that feature of democratie rule
before they are called upon to do the same
with regard to & reported ediet, that no man
can vots who cannot read his ballot before
be deposits it in the box. This might be a
g good rule, but when we find another
gsteemed cotemporary saying that it is
established "under the new constitution™
we are moved to grester wonder at the
spectacle of & provisional Government
which enacts a pew coostitution in less
thso & week, without ever taking the trouble
to establish a represcotative body to adopt
the constitntion. The Brazilians would
probably be also u good deal surprised if
this news should ever reach them,

OUR SOUTEERK RIVALS

The statisties published by Irom are con-
strued as showing that pig ron production
s being transierred from Peoosylvunia to
Alsbama. This is, to a certain extent, cor-
rect, as it shows the increase in furoace ca-
pacity to have been wonderfully large in
both States for the past two years, Never.
theless, when Pennsylvania discovers that,
tsking into account furnaces now building,
the inerease in Peansylvanin furnmee os-
pacity in 1,048,000 tons and in Alabams for-
nace eapacity is 1,000,000 tons, it will not be
an unressousble conclusion that the ratio of
growih jn Alabamas has been unplessantly
ibe largest. It certsinly permits the dedue-
tion that the exira charges ontransportation
which iperease the cost of our produet should
be lowered by every known mesne Give
Pittsburg water transportation for ore from
the lakes and for coal bsack sgain, and she
need not fesr the transfer of her industries
fo any loeslity.

EFECULATION AND BANRKRUPICY.
The statement that a large share of the
business insclveney of this countrs is
caused by speculation reccives s decided
eorroborstion irom the last report of the
English Registrar in Bankruptey, who savs
that “almost every report contains a state-

ment that the debtor has experienced |
losses ot gspeculntion, whick have nothing
whatever to do with his Jegitimate bosi-
ness*  The sume thing oan be learned trom
& study of the Jeading busivess failures in
#his conntry of inte years. Nothing bas yes

‘been besrd of speculation in eoupeotion |

all the eauses of that disaster are not yet
thoroughly explored. I it is found upon
full investigation to be wholly clear of con-
mection with speculation, it will bo the re-
markable and fortunate exception to the
general rule,

This faet ought to be impressively instrue-
tive, The public mind is often dassled and
sllured by the stories of immense gains in
speculation; but the stories do mot bring
out the fact that every dollar thus won
must have been lost by someone elee. Lit-
tle is said of these lpsses, exoept when some
grand smash forces sttention to them, But
the testimory of those who study the causes
of bankroptey «an furoish an offset to the
big fortunes gained in speculstion in the
fuct that the totals of bankruptey are fur-
uished by the corresponding losses. The
successful speculators are fully balanced by
the bankrupts; and the fact is also beneath
the surfaces that the money won by the
manipulators from their victims is generally
won with stacked cards.

A lesson which this geperation needs to
learn, and yet which is spparentin every
financial event of the day, is that the only
henorable and useful way of making money
is to give value received lor every dollar
that is gainea,

DUTY OF THE BANK OFFICEES.

One of the mest disquieting featurcs of
the Lawrenoe Bank failure, namely, the
disappesrance of the cashier, is removed by
the suthoritative statement that Mr. Hoerr
is in Butler, sick from prostration over the
unjoriupate termination of the institution.

It is not singular that the officers of the
bank should be very much affected by its
suspension; and if the liquidation of the
concern shows that their etate of mind is
produced solely by sorrow nt the misfortune,
their sensitivetiess will be set down to their
eredit. But it is none the less their doty to
be on the soene of action sud show how the
assets can be best realized upon to meet the
demnnds of the creditors. By so doing, and
in sddition making it clear what caused the
suspension, they will gain more considera-
tion than by absenting themselves.

As to the tause of the failure, beyond the
allegntion of a run, it is not yet made clesr.
17 the espital and assets of the institution
have been itmpaired, it Is safe to say that
the money was not lost in banking. Thst
is, the banking business conducted ou sound
lines has been so relinble and eertain of con-
servative profits for the past few years that
the idea of losing money in it must be re-
jected. Money may be lost by improper
lonns, by speculation, or & bank may, by an
unjustifisble run, be foreed to close its
doors; but that during the past half dozen
years any considerable loss could have oc-
curred in @ conservative banking business
must be set down as out of the gquestion.

1t is for the officers to show which of these
causes produced the faflure, and how the
lisbilities cun be discharged. If they can
do this satis/sctorily, they will earn more
sympathy than blame,

THE DIVORCE QUESTIOR.

The sermon on  the divorce question by
Rev. Dr. McAllister, reported elsewhere, is
an earnest attack on the growing tendency
toward loosening the marringe tie. The
statistical statement that the increase of
divoree in this country is in more than twice
ss grest ratio as the increase in population,
certainly warrants an earoest protest and s
vigorous ¢ndeavor to ascertain the canse,

Some of the points in this sermon will
doubtless afford ground for dissent. Thus,
the aseertion that the looseness of the mar-
riage tie is due to the drama and the most
modern forms of light literature may be
questioned, as an sccurate assignment of
canses. That statement is likely to call
forth two objections. The first is that mul-
titnde of divorces bas mot followed bui
rather preceded the deterioration in litera-
ture, and has been at least concurrent with
the introduction of the looser drama. The
next is that the countries where that class
both of the drama and literature most
nbounds are those selected by the clergyman
for commendation as holding the marriage
tie most indissoluble. It is more reasonable
to take all these chunpes as indications of n
general loosening of morals, for which
perhaps we must look deeper than either
literature or legislation to find the cause.

But whatever the cause, there is no ques-
tion that the multiplicity, looseness and
often the scandalous injastice of our divorce
laws eslls for uniform national legialation
on the subject. On that point all who
study the subject will soon be agreed.

THE EIGHT HOUR QUESTION.

The movement in favor of the eight-hour
system of labor received as illustration at
the meeting of German laboring men yes-
terdsy. The eirhi-hour projeet was sup-
ported by the regular argument, which can
be generalized as makine two assertions:
First, thut more and better work can be
done in eight hours than in ten; second,
thaut if workingmen labor only eight hours,
the limitation ol their work will afford labor
to the noemployed.

The men who present these arguments to-
gether fuil to see that they contradict each
other. Ifa workman can produce a greater
amount, measured in value, by eight bours'
work, the result would be & greater produe-
tion, instead of & less; and if the system
would limit the labor of the employed so as
to give work to the unemployed, the result
mwusi be that each individual would produce
less. The facl is that in some branches of
lator the first argument has some foree; al-
though how far it extends is & question for
discussion. As to the ides that the condi-
tion of the working classes can be improved
by liwiting production, thst is founded
wholly on error.

The eight bour system has enough ground
for consideration to warrant candid dis-
cussion and conservative experiment. As
to the project of establishing it by & whole-
sale and nniversal movement, that is the
wey which is least likely to make it sue-
cessful,
